Greece On Tuesday Con- 
tained -No Request for 
Greek Intervention In the 
War But Asked Greece to 
Give Assurance In Case 
Greek Territory Invaded.

London, Nev. 25.—Although 
the 


full text of the Greek government's 
reply to the collective note presented 
by the entente powers had not 
yet 


been made public in England, there 
is every indication that the British 
government is satisfied with the po- 
sition taken at Athens. 
The assur- 


ances given by Greece 
differ 
in 


marked degree from the previous ex- 
pressions of benevolent 
neutrality. 


They are neither vague nor evasive, 
but promise explicitly that no mili- 
tary measures will be taken against 
the Serbian, French or British troops 
in case they retreat Greecian terri- 
tory. 
Whether this guaranty of safety 


to the allied troops will carry Greece 
to the extent of opposing with her 
army any 
German 
forces 
which 


might attempt to pursue the allies 
across the Greek border 
probably 


will not be ascertained until full de- 
tails are received in regard to the 
assurances given by Greece. 


From the optimistic tone of Ath- 


ens dispatches to London, however, 
it may be inferred Greece has yield- 
ed on every essential point 
raised 


•by the allies. 
The Greek situation 


therefore, is regarded as being clear- 
ed finally. 


Military events in 
the 
Balkans 


appear to be marching swiftly to a 
conclusion disastrous to Serbia. The 
approaches to the historic battlefield 
to Kossovo Plain, which were expect- 
ed to form a strong defensive line 
seriously delaying the advance of the 
invaders, already has been traversed.

Curious Telegraph- Lines. 


The most original telegraph line in 


the world once extended^om La Plaz, 
the capital of Bolivia, to\the neighbor- 
Ing town of Oruro, a distance of about 
130 miles. There are no growing trees 
in this part of the world, and wood of 
any kind Is so rare that the telegraph 
poles were made of the same material 
as the natives' household furniture- 
dried mud. The pillars were built on 
stone foundations and measured about 
five feet square at the base, with a 
tapering height of fifteen feet.

Storks. 


We have no true stork in this coun- 


try, but we have the ibis, which be- 
longs to the stork family. This bird, 
which breeds Jn the far southern states, 
often goes as far north as Indiana, 
for it is a bird of long and easy flight, 
standing thirty, or thirty-one inches in 
Its length of body. Its plumage Is 
white, but wings and tail are black. 
It is considered a bird of gentleness 
and good nature, associating 
with 


ducks, geese and other water fowl on 
pleasant terms. 


The white stork of Europe migrates 


to Africa in winter. It conies and goes 
in great flocks, returning year after 
year to Denmark, Germany and other 
parts of central Europe, where the 
birds are welcomed and protected on 
account of their value as scavengers.

The hi- 
dalgo wears it with silvered hilt and 
tasseled scabbard; His humbler neigh- 
bor Is content Mgparry it bare and hilt- 
ed with horn, wood or leather. 
The 


machete is made in about thirty differ- 
ent forms, and the blade varies hi 
length from ten to twenty iuches. It 
may be bluut, pointed, curved or 
straight, broad or narrow. The favor- 
ite with the laborer is of medium 
length, with unoraamented handle and 
broad, straight blade.—Boston Herald.
